SIZE OF HUN ARMIES 


GERMANS HAVE LESS .THAN 
FOUR MILLION EFFECTIVES. 


Q Belloc Replies to Mr. Ger 


ard's Statement That Prussia 
Still Has Nine Million Effective 
Men to Carry on the War—Brit- 
ish Expert Gives Estimate of Fig- 
ures, 


HE statement of Mr. Gerard, 
the former United States 
Ambassador at Berlin, that 
Germany has nine million 

effectives left is riddled by Hilaire 
Belloc in an article in Land and 
Water. Mr. Belloc shows how the 
Germans have gulled their own peo- 
ple and some outsiders by false fig- 
ures. His article in part says: 

The German effectives — in the 
sense of combatant units—are per- 
fectly well known. They are some- 
what over three million (at the most 
3%), organized in divisions and 


lesser units, the numbers and posi- 
tions of which have been ascertained 
and are followed minutely as the 
war proceeds. Behind these effec- 
tives is an organized reserve power 
of men in depot, now very consider- 
ably less than half a million (at 


which figure it stood ten' weeks ago), | 


but to be increased in a very few 
weeks by the greater part of class 
1919, and before the end of the year 
by nearly the whole of that class. 
The word “effectives’”’ is generally 
used to mean the men organized in 
units for combatant service — the 
actual fighting force. For instance, 
when you are told by a military his- 
torian that ‘‘Napoleon had a difficulty 
in keeping up his effectives in 1814,” 
t phrase refers to difficulties in 


t upkeep of combatant forces in , 


the field—the filling of gaps result- 
ing from death, capture, sickness, 
and wounds on active service. It is 
not a word of that precise scientific 
or technical value which words often 
acquire after long service, and one 


can easily conceive that one source | 


of error in the rem. rk we are criti- 
cizing might be the loose or double 
use of the word “‘effective’’; first, to 
meapD mobilized men in general, and 
next to mean of active service alorfe. 

Whether the word “‘effectives” has 
been used first loosely and then tech- 
nically, thereby creating a confusion, 
or whether it has been used through- 
out to mean the fighting forces alone, 
is of little consequence to a true 
statement of the position. The sta- 
tistics of this are w.1l known: 

1, Total ration strength of the 
German army about five and a half 
million, or a little under. 

2. Of this large body, the only 
part which counts in our calculation 
of fighting strength is the organized 
cof@jatant active force, and is about, 
or rhaps at the present moment a 
littie under, three and a quarter mil- 
lions, This is what would normally 
be called the “‘effectives." 

3. Of the balance of somewhat 
over two millions, and perhaps near- 
ly two million and a quarter, the 
great bulk are made up either of men 
who are used to garrison, to supply, 
ete,, but are too old to be used in 
the field (save a few exceptionally 
here and there), or of men so affect- 
ed by war in the way of wounds and 
illness that they can only be used for 
similar auxiliary purposes. These 
last do not count among “definite” 
losses, that is, they are not out of 
the army forever, as are the dead, 
the prisoners, and the discharged 
from very bad wounds or illness; but 
then, neither are they capable of ac- 
tive service in the future.
